That “a
sparrow {8 a sparrow,” has been discovered
to be the unlappy bellef of the great
majority of the people of this country,
where the pest of the English houss spar-
row Is belng more and more ressnted,

With a’score of such spoecies as the tree,
chipping, fleld, swamp, lark, grasshopper,
veaper and song sparrow, the junco and
grosbeak, enllsted to kill weeds and harm-
ful insects for the farmer and orchardist
in every wsection of thls country, the gov-
ernment authorities have declared the
American sparrows to be "'of greater value
to agriculture than any other specles and
well worthy of protection and “encournge-
ment" Exhaustive sclenlific investigations
by these experts have proven that the na-
tive sparrows are practically Innocent of
consuming any cultivated fruits, while the
English sparrow I8 n notorious destroyer of
buds and blossoms, grain, frult and garden
seads. This imported house Eparrow,
utterly unlike ours, s alwo guilty of driv-
Ing away natlve birds from thelr flelds of
usefuinesa and In addition s nolsy and
filthy, befoullng vinea and bulldings.
